OVER TWO ‘MILLION ACRES 
OF LAND TAKEN UP IN 
ALBERTA LAST YEAR. 


A total of 2,295,680 acres of 
land have been settled upon by 
homesteaders in. Alberta during 
the year 8913. There were dur- 
ing t#e year a_ total of 14,348 
homestead ‘entrics within the 
province, indicating that with the’ 
average ratio of 3.1 settlers rep-. 
resented by each, entry the popu- | 
lation of. Alberta has been in-| 


creased by nearly 45,000 in the 
rural districts alone.

They cannot 
become good citizens under such 
conditions, but soon learn to im- 
itate their parents as ithposters 
and parasites. ‘They engage in 
no steady occupation, but as 
they grow up gain their living by 
their wits, playing on the cred- 
ulity of the benevolent’ and per- 
petuating the pauper class simp 
ly asa natural consequence of 
their early home life. 

When fuel and yvroceries are 
freely supplied in the winter to 
people who have spent their sum- 
mer earnings in riotous living, 
then the honest and hardworking 
poor become discouraged, and the 
weaker ones are tempted to join 
the demand for some of the good 
things that are going. Few peo- 
ple realize how great and far- 
reaching is the harm done in a 
city by the carcless giving of 
charity. They think it is the 
Lord’s work, but it is anything 
but that. 

What the poor really need far 
More than mone indly ad 
vice and sympathy Visitors 
sometimes say that they are not 
welcome unless they Rive money, 
{but this is only true in the case 
of the pauper clement. The re 
spectable and self-respecting poor 
are always humiliated by the of 
fer of money, and would gladly 
welcome and appreciate the visit- 
or who left off - the patronizing 
air and the condescending tip. 
Sometimes we forget that the 
poor have declings and that often 
the noblest character is developed 
by hardship and adversity.

Nice, France, Jan, 80.—Paul Dé 
Roulede, the French - patriotic 
writer and potitictén, died here 
today after a short iltness, aged, 
68 years. 

M De Roulede founded the Leag- 
ue of Patriots and was a stip-

Fanger, whose attempted revolu- 
tion in favor of the revision of 
ms constitution in 1889 was a 

asco, 

on De Roulede was noted for 
his patriotic bursts in the news- 
papers and his writings led him 
into many duels. He was banish- 

from France in 1900 for try- 
ing to substitute a plebescitary 
tepiblic for the parliamentary 
and remained abroad 
‘for five years until he was -par- 
doned. 

He was'an officer in the French 
army. He was captured by the 
Germans at Sedan and was taken 
to German 7 as a prisoner of war,
